State and local leadership 
appointments are good news 
for architects 


‘Two recent recipients of the BSA’s annual Legislator 
of the Year Award have left the State legislature; 
however, the good news is that they have moved into 
significant public leadership roles crucial to our 
profession. Robert Durand has left the Legislature 
to become Secretary of Environmental Affairs for 
Massachusetts and former legislator Charlotte Golar 
Richie has been named Director of Boston's 
Department of Neighborhood Development. 


In other good news, current legislators with whom 
the architectural community has been working 
closely have retained or assumed significant roles in 
the State legislature: Rep. David Donnelly (sponsor 
of our “frivolous suits”/Certificate of Merit bill) has 
been reappointed Chair of the House Judiciary 
Committee; Sen. Robert Havern (sponsor of our 
“fee-retainage” bill) and Sen. Bruce Tarr (sponsor of 
our bill addressing reform of the building code) 
remain, respectively, Chair of the Transportation 
Committee and Assistant Minority Whip. 


Although all of this bodes well for architects in 
Massachusetts, these allies in high places mean that 
we need more members to work with the Legislative 
Affairs Committee of the BSA and AIA 
Massachusetts to ensure that we don’t lose any of the 
incredibly important legislative ground we have 
gained in the past few years. 


As HMFH'’s principal George Metzger AIA comes to 
the end of his term as Commissioner of Government 
Affairs on the BSA Board of Directors, he has agreed 
to join me as co-chair of the Legislative Affairs 
Committee as I assume the BSA presidency in 
November. George and I hope that you will help us 
by meeting us for breakfast monthly at the BSA 
when we review legislative issues important to 
architects.
